Foot prints of a huge animal 


which are said to resemble those 
of a black panther, have been dis- 
covered in several places south 
and east of Amboy, according to 
reports rceived at the office of 
Sheriff Gilbert Finch, where a re- 
quest has been made for high 
powered rifles and 
ammunition 


with which to dispatch the much- 
feared animal. 
Terrorizing hair- 


raising cries of the supposedly 
wild animal reported to have been 
heard after dark, are said to have 
been the cause for extreme caution 
being observed by farmers resid- 
ing in that section of Lee county 
and reports today indicated that 
few venture from the security of 
their homes after dark. 


The first reports of the pres- 


ence of the beast were heard the 
latter part of last week when 
stories began circulating about a 
large animal which was 
night 


prowling and was said to have 
attacked several dogs and killed 
one horse. The rumors have gain- 
ed wider circulation. 


Print in Schoolyard 


Mrs. Clara Walker, teacher of 


the Bmghampton rural school, was 
reported to have discovered a foot 
print of the animal in the school 
yard, and it was further stated 
today that she was hauling the 
smaller children in her school to 
their homes at the close of school 
each afternoon to safeguard them 
from attack. Others reported hav- 
ing traced the huge foot prints in 
the Ives pasture field south and 
east of Amboy, near where the 
mysterious beast is purported to 
have its den and nightly emerges 
£o wander over surrounding farms. 


Sheriff Finch today stated that 


fie had not been called upon to 
organize a posse to take up a 
search for the animal, but told of 
"having received requests for pow- 
erful firearms.

OPA officials said today thev will 
keep secret until January i the 
number of the new sugar ration 
stamp which will become valid 
then 
to 
prevent 
users 
ffom 


"spending" it in advance. 


The new stamp will be good for 


five pounds of sugar from the first 
of the year until April 30. 
Cur- 


rent individual stamp No. 51 and 
home canning stamps 9 and 10 will 
expire December 31. 


Although OPA said yesterday a 


second stamp also might be vali- 
dated during the first quarter of 
1947. 
department of agriculture 


officials said they doubted this 
could be done before April 1. By 
that time the size of next year's 
sugar crop and of Cuban imports 
can be taken into account. 


OPA announced industrial sugar 


allotments for the first quarter of 
1947 
will be the same as for the 


last quarter of 1946. and institu- 
tional allotments for January and 
February will be unchanged. 


Blazing Meteorites Seen in Five 
Mid-Western States During Nieht 


Omaha. Dec. 31.—(AP)—- Blaz- 


ing meteorites, which astronomers 
said were part of an annual shower 
from 
the 
Gemini 
constellation, 


were sighted last nfght by five 
mid-western states. 


Before dawn the sky was bril- 


liantly 
lighted 
for 
a 
250-mile 


stretch between McPherson. Kas.. 
and Gar ien City. Kas. At Garden 
City. Kas., freight handlers re- 
ported heinng a roar accompany 
the flashing light. At McPherson 
a long, white trail of smoke hung 
in a windless sky for 30 minutes 
after the meteorite passed. 


Last ni^ht reports of sighting 


meteorites came from such scat- 
tered points as Omaha, Spring- 
field, 
111., Des Moines, Topeka. 


Kas., and Jophn, Mo. Some persons 
described the meteorites as having 
"a bright greenish hue with purple 


head" 
id others said they ap- 


peared as "a pale green ball, with 
a very bright red tail." 


Although the sight wa observed 


at approximately the same time 
last night in Springfield, ill., and 
Omaha. 
Neb., 
an 
observer 
at 


Yerkes Observatory, Williams Bay. 
Wis., said it was doubtful that the 
same meteorite was seen in both 
places, since most are burned out 
by atmospheric friction in "a frac- 
tion of a second to five seconds." 


Many persons in Topeka, Kas., 


were alarmed at the phenomenon, 
and called newspapers and police. 
Reports were prevalent in Lincoln, 
Neb., that an 
explosion, 
which 


caused houses to shak-1 and win- 
dows to rattle, followec' tlie light. 
Astronomers, however, said most 
meteorites were sighted at an av- 
erage distance of 50 miles.

UN Building Money 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 11 — 


(AP)—John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., 


today offered the United Nations 
a gift of 58,500,000 with which to 
purchase a large tract of land in 
mid-town Manhattan for a per- 
manent site. 


In a letter and memorandum 


read to the U. N. permanent head- 
quarters committee by Warren R. 
Austin, chief United States dele- 
gate, Rockefeller stated he had 
obtained a "firm offer" for prop- 
erty located between First avenue 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt Drive 
and between Forty-second 
and 


Fifty-seventh streets. 
He 
said 


the cost of the property would be 
58,500,000. 


Rockefeller said he had already 


received assurances the city of 
New York was prepared to give 
to the U. N. the balance of a city 
block on which the gift purchase 
included two small plots.

Ralph Harrison, president of the

there were 30 here which apply 
only to us in the millwork busi- 
ness," Harrison said.

Lake Success, N. Y.. Dec. 11— 


(AP.)— A powerful United Nations 
committee was reported authori- 
tatively today to have dropped a 
controversial British proposal for 
a world-wide troop and armaments 
count in a sudden compromise 
move to break a jam holding up a 
general disarmament resolution. 


This settlement of the major 


difficulty confronting the United 
Nations assembly after last night's 
plenary session was understood to 
be conditional upon its acceptance 
by the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, and Soviet Russia. 


Learn Results Today 


However, the representatives of 


those nations attending the meet- 
ing of an 8-nation drafting com- 
mittee on disarmament accepted 
the proposal, said to have been 
urged by 
President 
Paul-Henri 


Spaak, of the assembly. 
They 


agreed to report to their chiefs 
and then inform the 20-nation dis- 
armament sub-committee at 2 p. 
m. CST today the result of their 
consultations. 


The committee, 
which needed 


agreement on only one paragraph 
to complete a resolution calling 
for general arms reduction and 
prohibition of atomic weapons, be- 
came snarled shortly after it met 
over the proposal made last night 
by Sir Hartley Shawcross, British 
delegate, to the assembly for a 
count of all weapons and instru- 
ments of war.

Reds Claim It Is 


Communists Assert That 


U. S. Has Entered Into 


Secret Treaty 


There is a furore among British 


leftists pver the Anglo-American- 
Canadian agreement in principle 
on standardization of arms. 
The 


communists even charge, in an 
obvious effort to stii up tiuu 
in the United States where senate 
approval would be necessary, that 
a secret treaty has been made. 


The latest flareup was set off 


in parliament Tuesday by a state- 
ment in the Communist Daily 
Worker of London that "an arms 
understanding- between two great 
powers must have a political and 
military significance." 


"Political and military signific- 


ance" is a mild way of putting this 
manifestation of one of the most 
fateful developments of the 20th 
century—the community of inter- 
est, the recognition of interde- 
pendence, the mutuality of ideals 
which have led the English-speak- 
ing- peoples to accept as a fore- 
gone conclusion that they will 
atand together in ,any 'time of 
world crisis. 


No Fear Exists 


There are many issues on which 


the British and American peoples 
differ or fail to understand each 
other, sometimes drastically. But 
there is no fear between them. 
There was no outcry in the U. S. 
when the standardization proposal 
was revealed. 
It was accepted 


as a logical application of lessons 
learned during the war. 


The British leftists, of course, 


depict it as a combination against 
Russia. Yet a combination against 
Russia would be desirable for two
